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To  the  members  and   officers  oW^?   Christian 
Endeavor  Society  of  Grace  Church : 

Wo  had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing Rev.  Dr.  Clark,  *he  "Father" 
of  the  Christian  Enchpvor  Society  at 
this  convention.'*  He^vas  a  messen- 
ger that-  brought  glad  tidings  to  us 
from  the  whole  world.  He  had  late- 
ly attended  great  meetings  in  Mis- 
souri, Iowa,  Minnesota,  South  Da- 
kota, North  Dakota,  Illinois,  and 
Nebraska.  He  reported  that  it  was 
a  source  of  great  joy  to  see  the  steady 
growth  of  the  Christian  Endeavor 
spirit. 

He  also  reported  good  news  from 
the  150  societies  in  Great  Britain  and 
from  the  200  societies  in  Australia. 

Rev.  J.  Z.  Tyler  delivered  an  ad- 
dress   on    the     "Christian    Endeavor 

,MoVi:!'!f^t,"  |  , 

He  said  the  three  great  committees 
were  the  Lookout,  the  Prayer  Meeting 
and  the  Entertainment.  These  should 
receive  first  attention,  other  commit- 
tees could  be  arranged  according  to 
the  demand  of  the  field. 

Some  people'say  there  are  top  many 
societies,  and  that  they  are  Mfilling 
the  church,  but  churches  do  not  die 
in  that  way.  The  local,  state  and 
national  unions,  were  not  formed  to 
do  some  great  work  ontside  of  the 
church,  but  were  organized  for  the 
following  three  reasons:  First,  for 
fellowship:  second,  for  an  exchange 
and  discussion  of  methods  and  plans 
for  work:  third,  for  the  inspiration 
which  delegates  to  these  conventions 
may  receive  and  carry  home  with 
them  to  the  local  societies  and  their 
churches. 

The  report  of  the  State  Secretary, 
Miss  Wishard,  of  Indianapolis,  was 
full  of  interesting  facts.  During  the 
last  year  there  was  a  gain  of  242  so- 
cieties in  the  state.  Forty-two  more 
than  during  the  previous  year.  Theie 
are  now  632  societies  in  the  state,  and 
a  total  membership  of  :J1,000. 
Through  the  work  and  influence  of 
126  societies,  825  members  were 
brought  into  the  church  during  the 
year.  One  society  reported  that 
through  its  agency  sixty-three   mem- 


bers   had     been  gathered    into    the. 
church. 

While  the  past  years  has  been  rich 
in  blessing,  the  future  is  richer  in  op- 
portunity and  privilege,  and  if  we 
are  faithful  greater  blessings  shall  be 
ours. 

Dr.  Rondthaler,  of  Indianapolis, 
spoke  on  "Ch|jistian  Endeavor  Work- 
ers." He  said  they  should  not  rest 
content  with  the  great  victories  won, 
but  should  press  on  with  greater  vigor 
to  nobler  and  grander  results,  than' 
those  of  the  societies'  brief  and  glori- 
ous past.  This  address  was  profitable 
to  the  young,  and  to  the  old  in  whose 
hearts  the  freshness  of  youth  still 
lingers. 

The  subject,  "Shall  the  World's 
Fair  be  Opened?"  was  discussed  by 
the  convention.  Rev.  R.  V.  Hunter 
said,  God  gave  us  the.  Sabbath  and 
therefore  we  should  keep  it  holy.  It 
is  the  day  sacred  to  all  Christians. 
They  love  it.  and  it  is  the  Christian's 
friend.  All  Americans  and  all  Chris- 
tians should  vigorously  oppose  the 
opening  of  the  Fair  on  the   Sabbath. 

Many  of  the  Christian  Endeavor 
societies  are  conducting  the  Sabbath 
evening  services,  and  thus  are  mak- 
ing themselves  useful  to  their  pastors. 
The  midweek  prayer  meeting  service 
is  the  thermometer  of  the  Church.  I.t 
registers  accurately  the  spirituality 
of  the  church. 

When  the  State  Secreta.y  an- 
nounced that  the  convention  of  '92 
would  be  held  in  Fort  Wayne,  there 
wns  a  sceng  of  w^d  enthusiasm  among 
the  Northern  Ind.  delegates.  The 
President  thanked  the  convention 
and  committee  in  a  very  happy  man- 
ner for  giving  us  the  convention  next 
year. 

The  State  motto  is,  "Indiana  for 
Christ."  And  now  let  all  work  to- 
gether in  the  future,  and  let  our  lo- 
cal motto  be:  "Fort  Wayne  for 
Christ."  God  giving  us  strength,  let 
us  do  what  we  can   for    our    Master. 

"In  victory  then,  shall  -we  triumph, O  comrades, 
When  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  the  mighty 
tones  seaich, 
As  the  Master  shall  call,  "Come  up  higher,  my 
children, 
Who  fell  in  the  conflict  for  Christ    and   the 
Church."

For  the  benefit  of  many  of  the 
members  of  Grace  Church  who  are 
not  readers  of  the  Christian  World,  we 
publish  below  an  article  written  by 
Rev.  D.  S.  Fousse,  and  which  appeared 
In  mir  chincli^papei-  under  Hate  Dec. 
10.  Our  people  will  all  be  glad  to 
hear  such  encouraging  words  from  the 
Superintendent^  Missions. 

"From  the  Marmont  charge  we  came 
by  way  of  Plymouth  to  Fort  Wayne 
where  is  to  be  our  next  field  of  opera- 
tions. We  knew  that  we  were  going 
into  a  mission  field  where  we  must 
not  expect  too  much  and  yet  we  felt 
that  the  good  people  of  the  mission 
would  not  fail  to  do  their  part  for  our 
kwork.  Brother  Daniel  Souder  met  us 
the  depot  and  took  us  to  the  Rich 
Louse  where  we    were  splendidly  en- 

(rtained   by    Brother    Paulus    who, 

hile  he  is  one  of   the  proprietors  of 

e  hotel,  is  also  one   of  the  elders  in 

ace  mission. 

"We  now  learned  for  the  first  time 
of  the  very  serious  illness  of  Mrs. 
Zartman,  the  wife  of  the  pastor.  She 
has  at  this  writing  been  confined  to 
her  room  for  more  than  four  weeks. 
At  one  time  her  recovery  was  a  mat- 
ter of  grave  doubt,  but  when  last 
heard  from  she  was  growing  stronger, 
but  very  slowly.  The  sickness  has 
kept  Brother  Zartman  in  the  sick 
room  for  these  weeks  and  will  likely 
continue  to  do  so  for  some  time  to 
come. 

This  has  also  kept  him  from  his 
work  in  the  mission,  which,  however, 
can  easily  be  endured  if  only  her    life 


is  spared  to  her  husbaiiTl,  and  the 
church  which  she  so  much  loved.  We 
•.pent  the  greater  part  of  a  week  in 
the  mission  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
pastor  conducted  services  go  Sunday 
morning  and  Wednesday  evening,  as 
well  as  Thanksgiving  services  on 
Thursday  morning.  In  this  way  we 
became  pretty  well  acquainted  with 
the  people  of  the  mission  and  saw 
considerable  of  the  prospects  of  the 
Held.  The  mission  has  a  lot,  a  large 
one,  centrally  located  on  East  Wash- 
ington street.  It  is  only 
a  few  squares  from  the  center 
of  the  city  and  has  erected  on  it  a 
very  comfortable  chapel  and  a  com- 
modious parsonage.  There  is  no  debt 
on  this  property  excepting  on  the  par- 
sonage which  is  being  gradually  re- 
duced and  is  not  a  burden  on  the  mis- 
sion. The  mission  was  started  in 
1883  and  therefore  has  a  history  of 
nine  years  or  less.  It  now  numbers 
two  hundred  members,  while  the  out- 
look for  the  future  is  good.  There 
have  been  in  the  past  and  are  now 
some  unpleasant  things  connected 
with  this  mission.  But  we  cannot 
see  how  this  may  not  be  easily  over- 
come and  the  mission  move  forward 
with  good  success.  Brother  Zartman 
and  wife  have  been  doing  hard  work 
here.  From  what  we  can  Team  they 
have  been  unceasing  in  their  labors 
while  among  this  people  and  whatever 
of  a  discouraging  nature  may  be  met 
with,  let  them  still  keep  steadily  to 
the  work  and  success  will  crown  their 
efforts. 

'•From  all  we  could  see  the  people 
stand  by  their  pastor  and  are  a  work- 
ing people.  The  main  church  build- 
ing is  the  aim  now.  Whether 
this  will  be  erected  next  year  or  five 
years  hence  matters  not,  but  that  it 
is  coming  in  the  near  future  cannot 
be  doubted.  And  when  it  is  erected 
it  will  doubtless  be  a  building  that 
will  be  a  credit  to  all  concerned  in  its 
erection.  On  Thanksgiving,  as  is 
their  custom,  these  people  gathered 
for  service  in  the  morning  and  after 
the  service  partook  of  a  Thanksgiving 
dinner.  No  need  for  us  to  say  any- 
thing in  praise  of  that  dinner  as  any 
one  can  imagine  what  kind  it  was.  A 
good  social  time  was  enjoyed  by  all, 
while  a  good  sum  was  gathered  for 
the  church  treasury.  As  these  people 
were  gathering  funds  tor  their  church 
building  we  did  not  like  to  urge  upon 
them  too  much  to  give  to  the  cause 
which  we  represented.  But  as  they 
receive  benefits  from  the  board  it 
would  be  but  natural  that  they  should 
feel  like  favoring  the  board  somewhat. 

"This  they  did  by  giving  us  $58  in 


cash  for  our  cause.  We  were  thankful 
for  the  amount  and  know  very  weir*' 
that  if  wc  had  urged  the  matter 
somewhat  the  sum  would  have  been 
much  larger.  Brother  Souder  and 
wife  were  especially  liberal,  and  to 
them  and  Elder  Paulus  we  arc  especi- 
ally indebted  for  many  favors.  While 
here  we  visited  the  Orphans' Home. 
Father  Rettig  we  found  in  the  midst 
of  his  large  family  contented  and 
happy.  A  good  home  indeed  for  the 
orphan  children  of  the  church.  Had 
we  space  we  would  like  to  say  more 
about  this  home.  1).  S.  P.

She  always 
found  special  delight  in  the  service  of 
song.  She  has  now  gone  to  join  the 
great  congregation  above,  where  she 
shall  forever  enjoy  the  service  of  wor- 
ship around  the  throne  of  God.  She 
waited  long  and  eagerly  for  the  com- 
ing of  the  chariots  of  the  Lord.  At 
last  her  spirit  has  taken  its  flight,  and 
she  is  now  at  rest  with  her  loved  ones 
in  the  home  beyond.  On  Tuesday 
evening,  Dec.  loth,  at  7  o'clock,  a 
brief  service  was  held  at  the  house, 
and  7:55  the  remains,  accompanied 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  McClure,  were 
taken  to  Tyrone,  Pa.,  for  burial. 
The  surviving  members  of  the  family 
and  relatives  have  the  sympathy  of 
their  many  friends  and  of  the  mem- 
bers of  Grace  Church,  in  their  bereave- 
ment.
